ON CORN CROP 


W ASHINGTON, Aug. 12— (U P) 
Political W ashington was shock­ 
ed today by President Roosevelt’s 
forceful 
dem onstration 
th a t he 
m eant business when he promised 
to intervene in state prim aries to 
elim inate “yes, but,” men from 
congress, and a b itter battle for 
control of the D em ocratic party 
beginning a t once, was anticip at­ 
ed. 
E nroute to the capital, which 
he reached 
this 
m orning, 
from 
his fishing holiday, Mr. Roosevelt 
attacked two D em ocratic senators 
seeking re-nom ination before their 
own constituents. 
It had been 
expected th a t he would endorse 
New’ Deal 
senators 
opposed by 
conservative candidates, or even 
endorse New Deal opponents of 
conservative Dem ocrats, but his 
open attack s on Sen. W alter F. 
George of Georgia and Sen. Elli­ 
son D. (Cotton Eld) Sm ith of South 
Carolina, came as a surprise. 
In the case of Sen. George, he 
asked forthrightly, nam ing names, 
for his defeat. 
In the 
case of 
Sen. Ellison D. (Cotton Ed) Sm ith 
of South Carolina, his 
m eaning 
was no less direct and forceful, 
though he did not m ention his 
adversary by nam e. 
But, com­ 
pensatingly, Sen. George had been 
treated personally w ith courteous 
consideration, w hereas Sen Sm ith 
was handled w ith scant ceremony. 
Both D ram atic 
Mr. Roosevelt’s attack on Sen. 
Smith was no less dram atic than 
was his attack on Sen. George, but 
it was dram a of a different order. 
His train, fresh from the Georgia 
political battlefields, had paused 
a t Greenville, South Carolina. It 
was m idnight, but nevertheless a 
crowd of 1,000 was w aiting for his 
scheduled rear platform appear­ 
ance. 
Gov. Olin D. Johnston, who is 
opposing Sm ith for the Dem ocratic 
senatorial nom ination in the Aug.

Ifg Surplus Certain 
“One of the largest w heat su r­ 
pluses in the history 
of 
the 
country faces us this year,” a let­ 
te r accom panying the allotm ent 
states. The letter is signed by John 
G. Boggs, chairm an of the county 
com m ittee. “The supply this Sum ­ 
m er is about 1,147,000,000 bushels. 
W e expect to use and export only 
about 753,000.000 bushels, leaving 
nearly 400,000,000 bushels to be 
added to th e crop we h arvest next 
Sum m er. 
“W e w ant good prices for our 
w heat, but prices will go lower and

U nder 
the 1938 F arm A ct, w heat loans 
are being m ade on the 1938 crop 
a t an average rate of 60 cents 
per bushel. (This rate is the n a­ 
tional rate. The Ohio rate is 70 
cents). These will keep farm ers 
from having to dump their w heat 
on the m arket when they need 
ready cash this Sum m er. 
“But we can’t expect to get a 
60 cent w heat loan if we keep on 
adding to th e' biggest surpluses 
we have ever had. The govern­ 
m ent can’t afford to m ake loans 
on w heat if surpluses are expected 
to m ake the bottom drop out of 
even a price of 60 cents.” 
So fa r the county 
com m ittee 
has not received application form s 
for loans on the 1938 crop. No 
application for loans have been 
m ade. Mr. M atthaes believes the 
loan announcem ents were too late 
to benefit m any Pickaw ay county 
farm ers. 
“This year and last year, fa rm ­ 
ers In the U nited States planted 
81,000,000 acres of w heat,” 
Mr. 
B oggs’ lette r states. 
‘‘To guard against a com plete 
collapse of w heat prices, the F arm 
A ct sets up a 
national 
w heat 
allotm ent of 55,000,000 acres for 
1939. E ach state, county, and in­ 
dividual 
farm er 
who 
produces 
w heat has a share of this national 
a llo tm e n t 
“On the average the 1939 w heat 
acreage allotm ents represent a re ­ 
duction of only 18 percent below 
the 1928-1932 
average 
acreage. 
This reduction is only three per- 
cent g re a te r than th a t asked for 
in 1934 under the A. A. A. pro­ 
gram . B ut it is a reduction 
of 
about 32 percent below the over­ 
expanded acreage of the past two 
years. 
“If you plant w ithin your w heat 
allotm ent, you will be able to get 
a w heat paym ent by cooperating 
in the 1939 A gricultural C onserva­ 
tion P rogram .”
